News of a dispatch 
which he had sent out which he said 
cost; the Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany $5,000 to disseminate. If dealt 
with the testimony of Frederick.

The ministers at once drew up 
the following petition, which was 
presented to 
the Trustees at 


their regular meeting last night. 


"We, 
the undersigned, resi- 


dents of Berkeley protest against 
the establishment of a skating 
rink within said town, on 
the 


ground that skating rinks, as 
usually conducted, are not only a 
nuisance to everybody in the im- 
mediate neighborhood, but are a 
menace to the 
morals of the 


young people of the community 


"We hope th it your honorable 


body will act for the good of the 
town in this matter and' prompt- 
ly pass 
an 
order 
prohibiting 


skating rinks, as it is the inten- 
tion of establishing such an in- 
stitution on Allston way, a few 
yards from the town hall." 


To this petition many names 


has been attached and the min- 
isters expect to have a large dele- 
gation in attendance when

Town Trustees consider the mat- 
ter.

PRESIDENT'S TALK. 


The President spoke as follows-: 
"To the white population as well 
as to the black It is of the utmost 
importance 
that the negro be en- 


couraged to make himself a citler. ,nf 
the highest type of usefulness. 
It is 


to the Interest of the white people 
that 
this policy be conscientiously 


pursued1, and to the interest of the 
colored people that they clearly rea- 
lize that they have opportunities for 
economic 
development 
here In the 


South, 
not now offered 
elsewhere. 


Within the last twenty years the In- 
dustrial operations of the South have 
increased so tremendously that there 
is a scarcity of labor almost every- 
where; so that It Is the part of wis- 
dom for all who wish th» prosperity 
of the South to help the negro to be- 
come in the highest degree useful to 
himself and therefore to the com- 
munity in which he lives- The South 
has always depended and now de- 
pends, chiefly upon her "native popu- 
lation 
for her work. 
Therefore, in 


view of the scarcity not only of com- 
mon labor, but of skilled labor, it 
becomes doubly important to train ev- 
ery available man to be of the utmost 
use by developing his Intelligence, his 
skill and his capacity for conscientious 
effort. Hence the work of the Tuske- 
gee Normal and Industrial Institute 
is a matter of the highest practical 
importance to both the white man. and 
the black man, and well worth the 
support 
of both races alike in the 


South and in the North. 


EDUCATING STUDENTS- 


"Tour flften hundred students are 


not only being educated In head and 
heart, but also . trained to industrial 
efficiency, 
for 
from the beginning 
Tuskegee has placed especial emphas- 
is upon the training of men and wo- 
men in agriculture, mechanics 
and 
household 
duties. Training In these 


three fundamental directions does not 
embrace all that the negro or any 
other race needs, but it does cover In 
a very large degree the fl«ld in which 
the negro can at present do most for 
himself and be most helpful to his 
white 
neighbors. 
Every black man 


who leaves this Institution Is better 
able to do mechanical or Industrial 
work, adds by so much to the wealth 
of the community and benefits all 
people In the community. The pro- 
fessional and mercantile avenues to 
success are overcrowded; for the pres- 
ent the best chance of success awaits 
the intelligent worker at some me- 
chanical trade, or on a farm; for this 
man will almost certainly achieve in- 
dustrial independence- I am pleas^i, 
but not the least surprised, to learn 
that many among the women and men 
trained at Tuskegee find Immediate 
employment as leaders and workers 
among their 'own people, and that 
their services are generally sought by 
white people for various kinds of in- 
dustrial 
work, 
the demand beins 
much greater than the supply. View- 
ed from any angle, Ignorance Is the 
costliest crop that can be raised in 
any part of this Union- 


RICH 
DIVIDENDS. 


"Every-dllar put Into the education 


of either the white man or black man. 
In head. In hands and in heart yields 
rich dividend* to the entire commun- 
ity. 
Merely from the economic stand- 
point It Is of the utmost consequence 
to 
all our citizens that institutions 
such as this at Tuskegee should be a 
success- 
But 
there are other and 


isv'en higher reasons that entitle It to 
our support. In the Interest of hu- 
manity, of justice and of self-protec- 
tion every white man In America, no 
matter where he lives, should try to 
help the negro to help himself. It is 
in the interest and for the protection 
of the white man to see Uiat the ne- 
gro Is educated-

PROTECT NEGROES. 


"It Is not only the duty of the white 


man,, but it is to his interest to see that I 
the negro Is protected in property, in life! 
and in all his legal rights. Every time a I 
law is broken every individual in the! 
community has the moral tone of his life i 
lowered, lawlessness in the United States 
Is not confined to any one section; lynch- 
ing is not confined to any one section, 
and there Is perhaps nobody of. Ameri- 
can citizens who have deserved so well 
of the entire American people as the i 
public men, the publicists, the clergy- i 
men, 
the countless thousands of high-1 


minded private citizens who have done 
such heroic work in the South-in arous-' 


support you have 
received from~ the 


whits people roundabout; for during the 
twenty-five years of efEort to educate the 
black man here In the midst of a. whits 
community of intelligence and culture, 
there has never been an outbreak be- 
tween the races, or any difficulty of .any 
kind. All honor Is due to the white men 
of Alabama, to the white men o£- Tus- 
kegee for what they have done.

right here let me say that If any com- 
munity misunderstanding 
between the 


races arises over any matter infinitely the 
best way out Is to have a prompt, frank 
and full conference and consultation be- 
tween representatives of the wise, 'cool- 
headed men among the whites, and th« 
wise, decent, cool-headed colored men. 
Such conference will always tend to bring 
about a better understanding: and will-be 
a great help all around. Hitherto I. have 
spoken chiefly of the obligations exist- 
ing on the part of the white men. 


"Now, 
let you remember on the >other 


hand, that no help can permanently, avail 
you save as you yourself .develop for self- 
help. Tou young colored men and wo- 
men, educated at Tuskegee must, by pre- 
cept and example, lead your fellows to- 
ward sober, industrious, lawahlding lives. 
You are in honor-bound to join hand* 
In enforcing the laws and to war against. 
all crimes and especially against crime 
by men of 
your own race, 
for 
th» 


heaviest wrong- done 
-by the criminal- 


is the wrong to his own race. You must 
teach the people of your race that they 
must scrupulously observe any contract 
Into which they In good faith enter,, no 
matter whether It is hard to keep or not. 


SAVE YOUR MONEY. 


"If you save money, secure hom«i ai)4 


lead clean, decent, modest lives, you will 
win the respect of your neighbor* of 
both races. Let each man strive to ex- 
cel his fellows only by rendering sub- 
stantial service to the community In 
which he lives. The people .have many 
difficulties to pass through, .but these 
difficulties will be surmounted If only the 
policy of reason and common cense Is 
pursued. You have made real and great 
progress. According to the census, the 
colored people of this country own and 
pay taxes on something- like $300,000,000 
worth of property, and have blotted out 
over 60 per cent of the illiteracy. What 
you have done in the past is an indication 
of what you will be able to accomplish 
in the future 
under wise 
leadership. 


Moral and industrial education is what it 
most needed in order that this progress 
may continue. 


CANNOT EXPECT EVERYTHING.. 
"The race cannot expect to do every- 
thing at once. It must learn to wait and 
bide its time; to prove itself worthy by 
showing its possession of perserverance, 
of thrift, of self-control. The destiny of 
the race is chiefly in its own hands and 
must be worked out patiently and .per- 
sistently along these lines. Remember, 
also, that the white man who can fee of 
most use to the colored man Is that col- 
ored man's neighbor. It Is the Southern 
people themselves who must and ca» 
solve the difficulties that exist In tb* 
South. Of course with the help th* peo- 
ple of the rest i>f the Union can give them 
must and will be gladly and cheerfully 
given. The hope of advancement for. the" 
colored man in the South lies In 
his 


steady, common-sense effort to Improve 
his moral and aterlal condition and to 
work in harmony with the white man. in 
upbuilding the commonwealth. The fu- 
ture of the South depends upon the peo- 
ple of both races living up to this prin- 
ciple and letter of the laws of their lev- 
era!

NEW YORK, October 24.—Hlotlng Sy- 


rians, armed with knives and revolvers 
and shrieking the battle cries of their 
factions, tifrned the lower West Side 
Into a theater of war late yesterday af- 
ternoon, and were not suppressed until 
after they had fought for an hour and a 
half with nearly 300 policemen charging 
them -repeatedly. 
The affair is said to 


have been fomented by Turkish spies In 
the hire of the Sultan. 


From 5:30 until nearly 7:30 a crowd of 


Syrians estimated at 3000, fought through 
Liberty, Washington, West and Rector 
streets, while the policemen struggled 
vainly to capture or beat into Insensi- 
bility the leaders of the opposing fac- 
tions. 


For a time a sort of martial law pre- 


vailed and the police lines, strung around 
the disturbed district, Kept away out- 
siders. Only four arrests were made and 


' ''Only five of the wounded were cared for 


by ambulance surgeons, but this was due 
to the fact that the police arrested only 
the leaders of the rioting: factions, while 
the wounded were carried Into houses in 
the ' Syrian'quarter as quickly as they 
dropped. At midnight 150 policemen wero 
on guard in the Syrian section to prevent 
further outbreaks. 


The riot was the climax of a conflict 


between the Roman Catholic Church and 
the orthodox Syrian or Russian Church, 
of which Bishop Hawaweony Is the head 
in this' vicinity.

Presse of Vienna that Sir Henry Irving 
importuned the court to confer knight- 
hood on him', has provoked uri Interesting 
denial from Hon. Stephen Coleridge, the 
artist and author, and. son of the late 
Lord Chief Justice Coleridge, who was a 
friend, for thirty years of the dead actor, 
has written a longr letter 
r.o the

Freic Presse asking to be allowed to deny 
on the authority of his personal knowl- 
edge that Henry Irving solicited anybody 
at any .time or place for knighthood. 


Mr. Coleridge says that he asked his 


father to broach the matter to Premier 
Gladstone in 1SS3. when Mr. Gladstone 
said that before making the suggestion to 
Queen Victoria it was essential to know 
11: Mr. Irving would accept the honor. Mr. 
Coleridge then quotes from his dairy the 
result of an interview on the subject. 
from which it appears that Irving, while 
grateful for the proposed honor, declined 
it on the ground that "as his strength as 
a manager and his power as an actor lay 
more in the suffrages of the playfolk of 
the pit than on the patronage of great 
people, he knew instinctively that large 
numbers of those same plain folk would 
b<j offetTded at their simple Henry Irving 
accepting decorations of a titular kind. 


"When, however, in 1S95, Queen Vic- 


toria, on the advice of Lord. Rosebery, 
offered knighthood to Irving, the actor 
was confronted by the great delicacy of 
risking an offense to the Queen by a re- 
fusal. 
"But," says Mr. Coleridge, "the 


fact that to the end of his life he ap- 
peared on tho play bills as plain Henry 
Irving shows that his opinions remained 
unchanged." 


Mr. Coleridge concludes by expressing 
the opinion that tha "Romantically In- 
clined millionairesses who placed large 
sums of money at Irving's disposal, are 
the creations of Mr. Shaw's fecund Imag- 
ination."

It Is the intention' of the Council as 


expressed last night to build this old por- 
tion of the sewer of bricks and extend it 
out into -the bay until the low water mark 
is at least reached.

TURNER'S VIEWS. 


City Engineer Turner stated that the 


appropriation of 570,000, which was made 
in the recent bond election, would carry 
tha sewer out a distance of 500 feet. from 
the shore line. This distance, Mr. Turner 
said,i however, was Insufficient. 


Councilman Burns stated that in his 


opinion tha sewer, if built at all,- should 
be built right. He, therefore, moved that 
it be recommended that the sewer be 
built out into the bay at least 2500 feet. 


MAYOR'S SUGGESTIONS. 


Mayor Mott asked permission to make a 


statement before the committee. He said 
that the old experiment of putting in a 
wooden box proved oostly and that if the 
sewer was to be built at all, it must'be 
built for the future as well as the pres- 
ent 


Councilman Fitzgerald moved that the 


sewer be extended out a distance of 1500 
feet into the bay, but accepted an amend-. 
merit from Burns . making the distance 
2500 feet It was finally agreed, however, 
that it would be best to build the sewer 
to low water mark instead of placing a 
specific number of feet the sewer had to 
run. 


WATER SCHEME. 


When tHs matter was put to a vote 


Councilman Aitken asked to be excused. 
He first declined to make & statement, 
saying that he would give his reason 
after a while, but finally he said that he 
was afraid that the expenditure of any 
money by the 
city foi; 
improvements 


might endanger a prospective water 
scheme. 


Councilman Thurston asked Aitken if 


it could be shown that the proposed bond 
issue for. the sewers could not affect the 
water question 'in the slightest, if Aitken 
would then vote for it. 


"All that I would like to see, Mr. 


Aitken, is that this Council is solid for 
the proposed bond issue. If it can be 
shown, Mr. Aitken, that the amount of 
money required for sewers ia so small 
that it would not affect tha issue of boncls 
for a water supply,"1 would you vote for 
It?" said Thurston. 


Councilman Aitken — That remains to lie 


seen. 


Councilman Baccus— Since Mr. Aitkcn 


got S8500 from tills Council to complete a 
sewer ia his district he has no desire for 
any other sewers. 


Councilman Pendleton— Do you realize, 


Mr. Aitken, that this city at the present 
time may bond Itself for 58,250,000, and 
that $250,000 -would not make any ditter- 
enc0? 
" 


Councilman Aitken — Who says so? 
Councilman. Pendletou — The charter 


provides that the city may bond itself 
for 15 per cent of its assessed valuation. 
That is wb.ers_the 58,260,000 comes from. 


All of the Councilmen took a hand at 


trying to convince Aitken that his stand 
•was palpably wrong, but he -would not be 
convinced, and the vote then proceeded 
on the other projects. He dicC however, 
consent to vote for the remainder on the 
condition that his vote would not be con- 
sicjerecl binrtlng.

As to the plot of. the. play ..there is 


nothing much to be 'said:' It'is-Cinder- 
ella-like from the first act,-.where .we 
find Mary Ann a . scullion .maid, with; 
one dress to her name, and that -hardly 
clean. Her face is smeared with the 
soot of the kitchen,'..and her rrianner- 
isms of a maid .in .some shire out of 
London, England, 


Miss .Hobson's recent visit to Eng-- 


land was put to good use by her, for 
she has the Cockney dialect down to 
perfection. Not'a sentence ;or even a 
word Is a bit overdone. 
- ' 


As said, the first act finds Mary Ann 


a scullion maid in a'.lodging house !n 
South London. There we meet I.Trs. 
Leadlaetter, 
keeper of the lodging 


house; Rosie, her daughter,, and a cou- 
ple of dance hall girls; Jim Blayden, a 
medical student, and Lancelot, a young 
composer, also his friend, Peter, desig- 
nated In the program as "in business." 


It is bed-time when we first, meet 


Mary Ann. She .has her apron full of 
the lodgers' shoes to blacken, and thou- 
sands and one little things to do as 
told her by. garrulous Mrs. Leadbetter. 


This scene-is well-staged, and one 


has but to shut-his eyes to almost feel 
the London fog. 


It is here that Lancelot gains an in- 


sight into the soul of the scullion maid, 
and there sees 'themes which he pro- 
posed to set to music. We also meet 
in this act Dick,' Mary Ann's canary 
bird, who, In the program, is classed as 
a "creature," along with Howard, th» 
butler. And the canary bird plays quite 
a little part in the comedy, too. 


As the act closes Lancelot promises 


Mary Ann. a pair of gloves, but she 
fears to wear them 
because of the 


probable displeasure of Mrs. Leadbet- 
ter. 
However, when act two rolls 


around it is found that every 
time 


Mary Ann enters Lancelot's bed-sitting 
room for the purpose of performing her 
duties she Blips on the gloves, wears 
them while in the room, taking them 
off on her departure. 


Miss Robson is enabled by the use 


of the glove "business" to Introduce 
several little comedy, features in her 
own inimitable manner,, 


Lancelot and Mary; Ann are gradual- 


ly drawn closer together by-the music 
which the composer sees in the maid's 
souJ, and they' plan to leave the stuffy 
London lodging house and hide them- 
selves away in some little country cot- 
tage, and there Lancelot, poor as he 
now is, hopes to write something which 
will bring him fame and fortune. 


But here comes the Cinderella-like 


part of the play. Enter a vicar from 
Mary's birthplace in the country, an- 
nouncing that she is heir to a half mil- 
lion pounds. This occasions Lancelot 
to change from the plan of elopement, 
why, Mary, cannot see. 


Here, too, is where Miss Robson dis- 


plays talent in portraying the part of 
the kitchen maid. 


After Lancelot has had the whole 


chest of his best musical dreams re- 
turned to him by. the "brute .of a pub- 
lisher," and had been inveigled Into a 
promise to write a music hall song, and 
after Mary. Ann had been made to re- 
alize by.

SAN FRANCISCO, October 24.—The re- 


lations hitherto eadstlng between the 
Western Sugar Heflnery, controlled by the 
Spreckels iatci-ests,.and the sugar plant- 
ers of the" Hstwalian'-'lslanas "have been' 
ruptured. - Thti planters ,-have acquired a. 
controlling interest in the refinery at 
Crockett, C&1,; which, for some years has 
been closed-binder, payment/toy the trust 
of.:a; big indemnity,'tend are making prep- 
arations to operate 'tie "plant, to." competi- 
tion with" the: W«steni';6uBar .Reflnery. 
They ;-will^refine. there;.the .sugar :which, 
If'the old contract had'been renewed, 
would have been sold to th»'. Spreckels 
concern. ATMs -prooBbt; atnonnts to about 
150,000'tons for. the.season^ -To keep its 
plant going,", the ."Western: Sugar -ReBnery 
will now be.compelled to buy raw sugar 
In Java and elsewhere. 


"For some months; negotiations ., have 


been in progress between - the" '.Spreckels 
interests and the island growers. JOoklnir 
to a renewal of the agreement. The rock 
on which these negotiations have split is 
the Deduction made on the price of sugar 
landett ' in. San,. -Francisco, as compared 
with tha selling price Itf .New York. Un- 
der . the old . contract; which. expired on i 
September 1; the Western Sugar Rennery 
paid the planters, a price'.three-eighths of 
a cent per/pound less than what is known 
as the "wort**:basis" In New York. The! 
planters' admit .that 
some deduction j 
should be made, but maintain that three- 
eighths of a:cent per pound -Is' too much. 
Over and over:again during" the. negotia- 
tions they havei asserted their willingness 
to sign an agreement Involving a reduc- 
tion of one-eighth ot a cent To this the 
Western Sugar Refinery would not assent 
although, it offered some" concession from 
the old rate. It is believed that the 
trust, as the "Western,Sugar Refinery is 
generally, kmwn, would have .signed up 
on the basis of one-fourth-of a cent re- 
.duction; bat this was not satisfactory to 
the planters,- ;who have recently mani- 
fested more independence than for some 
years past. The attempt to reach an 
agreement has now practically been aban- 
doned. 


RENEWED OLD CONTRACT. 


The planters have renewed their old 
contract with the American trust, under 
which something like $00,000 tons of raw 
sugar la shipped to New York, A clause
